ACK in my bicycle days the 

name Albert Champion had a 
meaning of its own to me. Al- 
bert, as his surname indicated, 
was one of France’s champion 
middle distance cyclists, a great 
pace follower. 

It was a natural transition for 
the young Frenchman to gradu- 
ate from pedal propulsion to 
gasoline power when he came 
to this country to carve out his 
fortune. Motor tandems with 
gasoline engines as the motive 
power were new then and early 
in the game Albert was recog- 
nized as an authority on the 
subject. That’s where he learned 
all about spark plugs. He speci- 
alized on them and that special- 
ization made “spark plug” and 
“Champion” synonomous. 
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ALBERT CHAMPION died in 
1927 but he had constructed a 
dynasty that only last Saturday 
celebrated its silver anniversary. 
On September 23, 1908, the AC 
Spark Plug Co. started opera- 
tions in one corner of the Buick 
plant at Flint, Mich. And what 
a great oak that little acorn de- 
veloped into! 

Today the company manufac- 
tures twenty-five different auto- 
motive products and the claim is 
made that AC now = supplies 
seventy-one per cent of the spark 
plugs used as standard equipment 
on automobiles, and that it still 
serves every existing car manu- 
facturer that it served a quarter 
of a century ago. Employment 
is given to 4000 persons and 
manufacturing floor space 
amounts to thousands of feet 
equivalent to some twenty acres. 
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WHEN CHAMPION started as 
a manufacturer all the porcelain 
insulators used in American-made 
plugs were imported from France 
for assembly. It was Albert who 
conceived the idea of the one- 
piece plug, each part made his 
own plant. That idea was the 
foundation stone of his success. 

But it wasn’t Champion alone 
that turned the trick. Albert was 
the spark plug of the business 
but with him were men of vision 
who followed his leadership. Basil 
de Guichard, who also had been 
one of France’s crack cyclists and 
who had been a team mate of 
Champion’s, was with AC for 
twenty-one years, succeeding to 
the presidency following the death 
of the dynamic leader in ’27. 
Harlow W. Curtice, present chief 
executive, has been with the com- 
pany for nineteen years. Wilson 
S. Isherwood is the company’s 
first and only general sales man- 
ager. He is in his nineteenth 
year on the company pay roll as 
also is Taine G. McDougal, vice- 
president in charge of ceramic 
development. Earl McGinnis, 
advertising manager, has grown 
gray in the service.

August Sales 
Reports Show 
Mixed Trend 


|17 States Top July With 


16 Under; Total Put 
At 175,000 Units 


Detroit, Sept. 26.—Sales of new 
passenger cars for the month of 
August in thirty-three states 
available at this time, show a 
decline of only 5.9 per cent, ac- 
cording to the R. L. Polk & Co. 
national weekly report on motor 
car sales. 

These thirty-three states show 
total sales of 138,552 cars, which 
is 83.3 per cent greater than the 
75,589 cars for the same states in 
August a year ago. The figure 
also compares with 147,200 sales 
in July, 1933. 

Out of thirty-three states re- 
ported, sixteen show declines 
from July, the remaining seven- 
teen showing increases. In spite 
of this mixed trend, the estimate 
of 175,000 units for August, which 
was made a week ago, seems to 
be correct. 

In the same thirty-three states 
commercial car registrations total 
17,868, which is an increase of 


91.8 per cent over the 9,315 sales | 
in August of last year and only | 


5.8 per cent under the 18,975 sales 
in July, 1933. Total truck sales 
for the month will probably run 
higher than the previous estimate 
as the pace displayed by the 
states already indicates a total 
of a little over 29,000 units.

were granted more leeway than 
previously had been given to the 
automotive or any other groups. 
In the past, it has been the NRA 
procedure to hold the _ public 
hearing on a given code within 
a few days of the formal pre- 
liminary hearings, those which 
bring together the _ industry’s 
leaders with administration 
officials. 

The preliminary hearings for 
the parts industry’s code were 
held last week. Upon their con- 
clusion, an “interval of teh days 
was urged in order that every 
group affected by the revised 
charter might have an opportu- 
nity to study its provisions and 
prepare formal briefs presenting 
their views in time for the public 
hearing. Ready acquiesence was 
granted by the NRA. 

The preliminary hearings are 
conducted in private and any re- 
visions or modifications made in 
agreements under consideration 
are not revealed. That some 
changes were made in the code 
of the parts manufacturers is in- 
timated in the circumstance that 
the industry was granted so long 
an interval to study the docu- 
ment before public hearing on its 
provisions. 

Pending final agreement on its 
terms, no information is forth- 
coming from the NRA regarding 
the automobile dealers’ code. 
There are intimations, however, 
that obstacles holding up formal 
promulgation will be cleared up 
before the end of this week, pos- 
| sibly earlier.

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Truckers Strike 
Ties Up Freight 


Hartford, Sept. 26.—Motor 
freight operations throughout 
Connecticut were paralyzed Sep- 
tember 25 by a sudden strike of 
truck drivers, called by the Inter- 
national Brotherhood of Team- 
sters, Chauffeurs, Stablemen and 
Helpers of America, affiliated 
with the American Federation of 
Labor. As a result of the strike, 
the intimidation of non-striking 
drivers by pickets stalled freight. 
Trucks lined the highways from 
the New York state line to 
Springfield, Mass. Many trucks 
from out of the state were 
stopped and their drivers forced 
to park in vacant lots. 

Between 2,000 and 3,000 men 
walked out, according to union 
officials, and nearly an equal 
number of trucks were believed 
to have been sidetracked. Car- 
riers of foodstuffs and other per- 
ishables were allowed to proceed 
under special permit. 

Union agents demanded a max- 
imum forty-eight-hour week, a 
sliding scale of wages running 
from $35 to $46 weekly, depend- 
ent upon size of truck and other 
factors, union recognition and 
improved working conditions. It 
was charged that some motor 
freight lines were working their 
drivers more than 100 hours a 
week and were making no effort 
to comply with NRA code re- 
quirements.

Chemical Group 


Calls Meeting 


New York, Sept. 26.—The 
Chemical Specialties Group Com- 
mittee of the Motor and Equip- 
ment Manufacturers Assn. has is- 
sued notices to all manufacturers 
of automotive chemical special- 
ties inviting them to a meeting to 
be held at the Stevens Hotel, Chi- 
cago, on Friday, October 27, for 
the purpose of considering and 
acting upon a code of fair trade 
practices.

Black & Decker Cains
